Food Situation at Monterey 
Worse Than in Europe, 
Says Consul Hanna. 


Washington, Jan. 2.—^The American 
Red Cross was today appealed to by 
Consul 
General 
Hanna 
at 
Monterey, 
Mexico, for aid in relieving 2,000 families 
who axe suffering from hunger and cold- 
in that section of the revolution torn 
republic. 


Consul Hanna'a message was sent to 
the Red" Cross through the state depart- 
ment. In it he says the food sitiiation 
is worse than in Europe and in addition to 
those now needing help several thousand 
probably will be suffering before the end 
of the month. "I now have 600 familiec 
in my list in Monterey which are being 
finmished com, beans and-rice twice a 
week," says Mr. Hanna. 
"There axe 
a thousand more families'-who- sent 
'tickets to the relief station. There are 
probably more than 2,000 families in 
Monterey who need assistance. 
' "The Mexican 
authorities wa doing 
what they can but after four "years of 
war during which the fields hare been 
neglected the crops are very short and 
the local supply all most eibausted. 


"I need for Monterey 
and nearby 
towns two cars of com each week. We 
need a car load of beans and rice every 
week. We wish every town in the cot- 
ton states would buy a bale of cotton 
•blankets 'and send them ta Mexico for 
these people have very little ..clothing. 
It is awfully cold- The food situation is 
evidently worse here than in Eurc^o, 
where big haxvests were gathered last 
fall."

That Fort Wayne is now at tlie tliresliold of the most 
notable religious awakening in the history of the city is 
plainly indicated by the interest and the enthusiasm 
which has characterized the preparations for the coming 
of Dr. Lyon and his party of religious workers for a six 
weeks evangelistic campaign in this city.

It is practically impossible to secure 
proper piinishment for such crimes in j|o- 
cal courts, and the mere transfer of a 
series of such cases to a federal court 
with the fact made piain that tho of 
feniics cliarged are against the general 
govennncnt, will alone have a deterrent 
influence in future on would-be manipu 
lators of the ballot box.

British law have had their ruthleas 
sport. 
Thirteen 
times Annie Kenney, 
noted Buffrajret leader,^ was thrown in- 
to jail for militancy and disreffard of 
the law's edicts. 
And thirteen times 
she affected her release through hunger 
or thirst strikes. 


She is still unafraid of the "cats." 
Frail, but undaunted, this little Eng- 
lishwoman, scarcely more than five feet 
hiifh, has come to America to observe 
the equal 
sufTraiCC 
method of 
those 
states which have given their women 
the ballot. 
She has already been 
in 
North 
Dakota, in 
Montana, 
Nevada 
and 
California. 
Shortly she will 
go 
back to London—to 
face 
the "cati?'' 
as ?oon as the war shall have termi- 
nated. 


".-\nd this . time," she says, 
"thank? 
fo what w<j have learned of the meth- 
od? in the United States, we will be 
victorious in getting 
tho 
ballot. 
T 
think our men will have been chastened, 
and will assume different attitudes." 


There is in her 
mild bhic evi* tho 
light of acute suffering. 
She 
spoke 
about it, -without boastfulness. 


"Tt has been an unsuspected 
source 
nf great strengt,h to the women of Eng- 
land," she explained. 
"The 
suffering 
and skcrifices of our militants who have 
become familiar with loathy jails, who 
ha\ e starved a.nd thirsted and been beat- 
en—all this has knitted us together. It 
has brought us a true democracy among 
women, with the class distinctions ut- 
terly wiped 
out 
through 
vicissitudes. 
And that was necessary before we could 
sweep public sentiment toward the ulti- 
mate \'ictory that will soon be ours." 


In 1882, Annie Kenney's great-grand- 
father, bearing a banner with a device, 
"liberty or death." participated in the 
famous 
battle of Manchester for free 
spepoh. 
There was clubbing and shoot- 
ing. 
There were broken heads and dead, 
men afterwards 
lying in the square. 
Today Free Trade Hall 
stands on the 
spot. 


It is in this hall where Annie Kenney, 
working as a factory girl 
in the Man- 
chefitcr cotton mill, began her work as 
a puffraget leader nine years ago. 
The 
grcat-gi-and-daughter is a militant 
to 
eet civil rights for her sex. 
It is an ap- 
propriate coincidence. 


"Great-Grandfather 
Kenney," 
says 
:Miss Kenney, 
'found 
peaceful 
efforts 
vain. 
So it has been with us English- 
women. 
We don't w a n t ' t o destrov pro- 
perty, but t o get our movement before 
the whole people, 
this seems the only 
way to secure recognition. We may have 
an important meeting—peaceable, mind 
you—and yet not a line will be cp^-ried 
by the London pi-ess. But let me heave

Explorer. 


Los Angeles, Jan. 2.—^Interior Alaska 
as an agriculturalist's and stock-raiser's 
paradise instead 
of 
the 
prospector's 
stamping ground merely is predicted to 
follow close on the opening of arctic 
railways by Dr. Leonard S. Sugden, who 
has lived for seventeen years in Alaska 
and the British Yukon. 
He 
is 
here 
showing motion pictures of the north- 
land. 


Dr. Sugden recently spent 
consider- 
able time exploring along the Upper Yu- 
kon, principal].y in the Lake Klaune dis- 
trict. 


"In that part pf the northern coun- 
try," he asserted) "horses and 
cattle 
ciui live the year roimd on natural pas- 
turage. 
Seven kinds of 
wild 
grasses 
grow luxuriantly in this fertile region, 
ripening at different periods. 
Three va- 
rieties of wild pea cover the ground with 
their vines; a kind of vetch is plenti- 
ful and the 'don-jek' l)errv. gi-owing on 
low bushes in profusion, afford e.vcel- 
lent and fattening subsistence for cat- 
tle in w n t e r as well as summor. 


"The don-jek berry In winter is the 
consistency of meal, and serves in place 
of giain, containing much sugar and fat- 
tening elements.

"The winter snows in tliis 
country 
arc not very deep. I believe the record 
fall for the territory 
is 
only 
three 
inches. 
Drj' grasses grow tall enough 
to reach alK>ve the snow surfaee. 


'"Cattle raising opportunities in this 
part of the north have not been utilized 
as yet, and stock is kept in small num- 
bers. 
Horses—small, sure-footed ponies 
Avith sleek coats—have, lioM-evcr, been 
more extensively raised. 


"With 
the building of the 
Alaska 
railway the interior will be developed, 
and T predict that within a few years 
Alaska cattle and liorses will become an 
imjiortant source of wealth and further 
development. 


"The agric\iltural possibilities of this 


country are great, but w t h only 34.000 
white persons in such a vast ten-itoiy, 
and more than seven-eighths of 
them 
engaged ill mining, the resources of the 
soil have never been developed. 


"With the arrival of men who will de- 
vote themselves to agriculture, Alaska 
is bound also to become a< producer of 
fruit and vegetables on an 
important 
scale. 
Men will find these pastoral pur- 
suits far more profitable than prospect- 
ing."

Fight for the Ferryman's 
House at Merckem 
Thrilling. 


London, 
Dec. 
15.—Corrspondence 
of 
the Associated Press.—The 
figtit for 
"Ferryman's House" 
at Mcrckem, on 
the Yser canal, provided one of the most 
stirring incidents of the recent fighting 
around Dixmude. 


"Merckem is on the southern reach of 
the Yser," a correspondent writes, ''four 
miles or so east of the road to Ypres. 
On the eastern side of the water is a 
house Avhich on a good French road map 
may be found tagged 'liaison du Pas- 
seur'—The Ferryman's House. 
It is a 
relic no doubt of the days before the 
building of the narrow bridge that now 
spans the waters at this point. 


"This bridge for some time had been 
a sort of no man's land. 
It was com- 
manded by heavy 
artillery 
on 
the 
.French side, and also by a machine gun 
battery on the Gerdian side. 
The Ger- 
mans occupied Ferryman's House, which 
they had turned into a small fort, with 
their machine guns mounted at windows 
both upstairs and down. 


"Xeitlier side cared to destroy the 
bridge, because each had hopes to use 
it in an adA'ance. 
The French finally 
decided that things would be easier if 
the Germans were driven out of the 
neighborhood and he made his plans to 
surprise them. The venture was a rath- 
er risky one because of the vigilance of 
tho German sentries and becnuse the po- 
sition was so thoroughly dominatcil bv 
tho machine guns. 


"The colonel in charge asked for vol- 
unteers and selected from those who 
offered nn even 400 inon. 
One hundred 
of them wore African troops, who are 
always eager for an.v work of exception- 
al daring. 


"Not long after midnight the detach- 
ment started out on 
their 
mission. 
They were discovered when they reach- 
ed the bridge and the German machine 
guns opened fire at tho end 
of the 
bridge. 
Tlie Freni-h 
troops 
sprinted 
through the hail of shot, despite heavy 
losses, and a fair proportion of 
them 
reached the house in two or three min- 
utes. Then it was a hand-to-hand fight. 
The Germans fought first from 
their 
covering walls outside, but were shot 
down, bayonetted or knifed. 
The gar- 
rison retreated indoors and to the out- 
buildings, all of which had been loop- 
holed for use in case of attack. 
The 
door fell before an African's axe. 
The 
French troops dashed in. usinc bayonets 
only. 
Across the ground floor and up 
tho stairs the conflict continued, until 
the only enemies remaining were a lit- 
tle group in the attic, who surrendered 
when they saw that resistance was use- 
less. 


"The., winning of Ferr>'Tpan's House 
removed the most adVance<l German po- 
sition in this region and cave tho allies 
command of a most useful bridge. The 
lieutenant who carried out the raid has 
been rccommendcd for a decoration."

He had seen Huntington expand 
from a frontier village to the present 
populous city and in all that time had 
taken an active and prominent part in 
its business affairs and 
development. 
In his earlier years here he followed the 
trade of carpenter and cabinet maker, 
retiring from the former in 1853 and 
from the latter ten years later. In 1850 
he engaged in the lumber trade, retiring 
from active business in 1890. 
He had 
first come to Huntington ip 1838, re- 
maining but a short time, when Jie re- 
tiu'ned to Ohio, Avhere he resided until 
1841, when he came back here to make 
his home. 
From a young man he was 
actively identified in church work until 
his death. 
He never served in public 
office but once, belnir a county commis- 
sioner when the first court house was 
erccted. 
In politics he was a staunch 
republican. 


In 1S3.> he moved 
to Carlisle, Clark 
county. Ohio, with his parents, where he 
resided until 1841. when he camc to 
Huntington. 
He man'ied his first Avifo, 
Lucy Montgomery, in 1841. just after hi.s 
arrival in Huntington, 
The wife died 
eight mouths later. In 1847 hfi'married 
Flora Benager, Avho also died fourteen 
months later. In IS")! he married Sarah 
Purviancp.

"I do not believe 
that any of the nations naw engaged in 
the European war would lok on the pos- 
session of the Philippines as a naval 
base as a source of weakness." 
Japan Don't Want Islands. 
Mr. Taft declared that in his opinion 
Japan had no deside to take the Philip- 
pines, 


"I twice, visited Japan and conferred 
•with the authorities on that very point," 
he continued, "and it is my opinion that 
their Mperience in Formosa have been 
quité enough in taht direction." 


Neither Presidents McKinley, Roose- 
Telt or hinwelf had contemplated turn- 
ing over the Philippines government to 
the people be/ore they were educated up 
to handing it, Mr. Taft said. 


"I. believe Mr. Roosevelt still feels 
that way, as I do," he said. "Of course 
I am not in Mr. Roosevelt's confidence, 
but I judge that is his position. 


While the democratic platform prom- 
ised self government to the islands, Mr. 
Taft said, action at this time was not 
necessary. 


"The fulfillment of platform pledges 
without tegafd to the good of teh coun- 
try has not been the. consistent course 
up to this time " he said.

wlio had money -came independent of 
any organized agency and consequently 
tlin governments of Belgium and Eng- 
land have Ko knowledge of their move- 
ments. 
' Tlie employment, of Belgians in Eng- 
land has raised many stubborn ques- 
itions. 
Relief committees have not en- 
'couraged Belgians to accept employment 
iwhere they would compete with English 
ilabor and there has been «.studied ef- 
fort on the part of English committees 
throughout the island to prevent Bel- 
gians from' accepting a- lower wage than 
Ithat ordinarily paid to Englishmen or 
Englishwomen. 
< In France the, refugees have almost 
invariably found employment, especial- 
ly the men of all ages. 
The Frenchmen 
Jiave nearly all gone into the service, 
with the result that Belgians who have 
any knowledge of railroading, 
bridge 
building,'dectrical construction or engi- 
néering work of any sort are instantly ^ 
put to work. 


Some/Belgians have been leaving . Eng- 
land for the* United States, but they are 
chiefly, older men and ..women who for- 
merly lived in America ' and have rela- 
tives and friends therâ. There has been 
no large movement of ' Belgians towanl 
America, as yet, and no objection has

How does It seem to kill a man? 
That question wag put to Fritz 
Kreisler, the famous violinist, the 
other day upon his return to Amer- 
ica after an excitinff time in his 
old home where he had been called 
to the colors and forced to kill at 
least one man before he could es- 
cape with hia own life. 


Kreisler explained he did not be- 
lieve in kiiling men and that he had 
not .'done so as an individual. 
It 
was only as a part of the Austrian 
Army that, he wi«. called on to kill. 
The man he killed was not a per- 
sonal enemy of KrelBler'«. Neither 
bore the. other any ill will, but each 
was trying to be th* first to ffet at 
the other When, Kreisler fired th« 
telling' shot. 


How many men the violinist killed 
l)efore .the final killing he does not 
know. In every war there are many 
more men who return home without 
killing anyone than there are kill- 
ers. 
The majority of fighters are 
not killed in either army. 
There- 
fore, the killera are va«tly in the 
minority. ' 


Kreisler was thrown in the-trench 
with a- wounded Cossack and each 
tried to get at the other. The Cos- 
sack's- men 
had 
ridden 
Kreisler 
down in a hand to hand encounter. 


As the men fell the battle line shlfW 
ed and they were left the only liv- 
ing 
men 
among 
an 
army 
of 
dead. 
Kreisler 
had 
a 
revol- 
ver 
in 
his 
holster, 
while 
the 
Russian was armed with a lance 
and a sword. . They kept trying to 
kill each other until Kreisler man- 
aged to draw hls^revolver and fired. 
The violinist regrets that he had to 
be the executioner. 
' 


"But I was fighting for the col- 
ors," he said. 


The violinist was found uncon- 
scious in the trench 
seven 
hours 
later by his valet, who was also in 
the Austrian Army. 
He was taken 
to the Red Cross Hospital at Lem- 
berg, where his wife, engaged as a 
nurse, saw him for the first time in 
.five weeks and nursed him until ho 
was allowed to leave. 


"My leg is so weak I.am forced 
to use a heavy cane," said Kreis- 
ler, "and t i e Austrian officers de- 
clared me disabled 
and 
unfit 
to 
fight. 
I spent most of my time in 
the Lemberg trenches, and had been 
on duty continuously for four days 
and nights 
when 
the 
Cossacks 
charged us about midnight.

gust," saW Mrs. Kreisler. 
"I had 
heard of his regiment being in sev- 
eral battles, and I was sure he had 
been killed. 
I chanced to find my 
husband as I was walking among 
the cots. 


"I have been inoculated with anti- 
toxins for typhus, typhoid, cholera 
aind smallpox, as there 
are

"I. have no personal

agrainst any of the warring coun- 
tries, but I have against the govern- 
ments.

OTHER VIOMXISTS 
AFFECTED BY WAB. 


The European war has demanded 
a heavy toll of world-famous vio- 
linists. 


Eugene Tsaye, the Belgian mas- 
ter of the violin, has three sons In 
the war, and he himself has lost a 
960,000 home in the fall of Ostend. 


Jacques Thlbaut, premier violin- 
ist of France, is in the 
French 
Army, and not a word has come 
from his regiment, which is known 
to have been in the thickest of the 
fighting. 


Mischa Elman and Efrem Zim- 
ballst, two Russians boys, who are 
in the front rank as violinists, are 
both held in New York by reason 
of the war. 


Elman is living luxuriously dur- 
ing a 1100,000 vacation of seven 
months, afforded because of the in- 
ability of the people abroad to keep 
their contract with him. 


Zimballst is now playing in New 
York and probably will continue un- 
til the war la over. 


The hardest >iort of an experience 
fell to the lot of Ysaye. 


A short time before the war the 
famous virtuoso purchased a villa 
at Knocks, near Ostend, and re* 
• maliied there even after the fall of 
Antwerp. 
It was not until the Ger- 
mans established themselves at Os- 
tend that ha decided to leave his 


new home. 


In telling of Ysaye's flight, somit 
friends say that he and. two com- 
panions managed to secure a small' 
fishing boat to take them to Dun- 
kirk. They spent the night in their 
little craft without food and with 
no protection from the weather. 


Ysaye was able to bring away only 
a few belongings, but these includ- 
ed 
his 
priceless violin.

forced to leave many beautiful ob"» 
jects 
of 
art 
and some uniques- 
mementoes collected duiring his trl*-' 
umphal appearances in every coun* 
try of the world.

Jacques Thibaut, the greatest vio- 
linist in all France, seenos to ha'\?e 
been lost entirely. , His

with the Germans about 250 miles 
from Paris and heavy losses have 
been reported from the section they 
were in when last heard from. 


Mischa Elman, the youthful Rus- 
sian artist, seems to have struck it 
luckiest from the war.

If

condition, for they cannot do hard 
laboring work. A big imbecile oan 
shovel dirt, but the little man « m - - 
not prosper without brains, 
TheM 
stupid dwarfs, clothed in rags and ~ 
begging an .existence, are the most 
pitiable sights In Liondon. 


Most of our little people are for- 
eign bom, but the native born are 
not sizing up as formerly, and some 
time ago the manufacturing tailors 
reported that the demand was for . 
smaller sizes of boys' clothes for age 
than 
formerly. 
The

dwarfing must then have been go- 
ing on for some time unnoticed. 
The matter ought to be looked into 
now, as it is quite disconcerting to 
think that the pouring o ' hordes 
Into the "melting pot" is to result 
In nnder8l2€>d people as in Europe, 
even pigmies as in London.

Boys cannot grow Into good citl- 
sens without plenty of food, and if 
we cannot increase the food, then 
we must decrease the immigration 
and birth rate. No matter what we 
do, our population in the end will 
settle into layers as in 
England, 
where stature Increases with social 
rank from good feeding as well as 
good inheritance of stock that lias 
"made good." but let us try to keep 
up our bigness and physical equal- 
ity as long as possible.

T%e sport of salmon fishing in tba 


lakes of Cape Cod bids fair to be- 
come a reality. 


The commissioners on 
fisheries 
and game for this State have libe- 
rated thousands of 
the 
Chinook 
breed of the fish in I^ong Pond at 
Wellfleet and Cliff Pond in Breiw- 
ster, and disciples of Izaak Wal- 
ton are anticipating good catchca as 
soon as tho fish mature. 


The stocking of these ponds is in 
line with the policy of the commis- 
sion to distribute this fish in avail-, 
able ponds all over, tho State and 
thus placo at the disposal of citizens 
a epocie of fish which is unexcelled 
as a food, as well as furnishing r a r s 
sport for the angler. 


The stocking of the ponds is now 
going on and the commlsBlon states 
in relation to them: 


"Salmon are the most tender fish 
that we have and In transporting 
them it Is necessary to have an at- 
tendant with them all the time to 
keep the water well 
aerated anC 
iced. 


"In spite of the fact that thesa 
fish were over eight hours on tha 
road, from the hatchery at Palmer, 
they reached 
their 
destination in 
splendid condition. 
The 
commis- 
sioners believe that inside of twa . 
years tliese salmon will grow ta 
good sized fish and that the anglera 
^viU be catching fish weighing from 
two to four pounds each. This will 
add much to the sport of angling on 
the cape as well as to furnish a 
quantity of good food. 


'"Two years ago the commissioners 
planted 10.000 of these Chinook sal* 
mon in Lake Qulnsigamond in Wor- 
cester and during last July hun- 
dreds .of them were taken by tlie 
anglers—one weighing 
as high sa 
five and three-quarters 
pounds— 
18 months from the time the fish 
were planted. 


"These fish were 
hatched from 
eggs that came from the Columbia 
River in Oregon, where the United. 
States Government takes millions of 
them every year.

"There aro several deep lakes oa 
the cape as well as in other sectlOBS; ' 
of the State and a« fast as posslMa 
they will be stocked with salmon.

It Was Just 100 Years From 


January 8, When 
Andrew Jackson's

woods Sharpshooters, 
Beat 
the Flower of the 
British Army at 
New Orleans 


One hundred years ago on the 
eighth 
of January the 
Americans 
and British fought their last battle. 
I n the intiirim a ¿creat change lias 
come over the American people. In- 
stead of the rough and ready men 
of the back woods who couldn't af- 
ford to waste a bullet, there has 
been dei'eloped 
a 
generation 
of 
Americans who hardly know how to 
handle a rifle. 
The 
men 
who 
fought the British at New Orleans 
were probably the best hand to hand 
fighters 
tlie world has ever seen 
-leathered together in one army. 


These men were recruited from 
Kentucky and Tennessee, from the 
streets of New Orleans and from 
tlie bandits of the Gulf Coast. 
So 
rou^h were these Kentucky 
and 
Tennessee 
fighters 
that they were 
referred to contemptuously by 
the 
British ás the "Dirty Shirts." 
This 
«Kereea^tion of militia men Andrew 
Jackson assembled for the defense 
of New Orleans knew little about 
drill. Their military drill knowledge 
consisted of how to forward march, 
charge and fire. There were 8,600 
In tbis army of militia men. 
On 
the British side there were 12.000 
trained veterana who had fought 
with Wellington. They were 
vet- 
erans from the Spanish Peninsular

Jackson's "Dirty 
Shirts" from the backwoods taught 
them how to sing Yankee Doodle 
and soon the French Creoles were 
Kinging not only their*old French 
songs, but were liberal

While Jackson was building forts 
and throwing up bre-ast works and 
making plans against every contin- 
, portry a visitor came to.his head- 
n'larfera one night and offered his 
services.

Pickets were scattered over 
the country, but when a man has 
an army of only 8,600 men he.can- 
not spare many pickets. 


One of these pickets stationed at 
an Important 
location 
on 
Lake 
Borgne was captured and from him 
the British learned where the oth- 
er pickets were stationed. 
These 
were picked up one by one. 
On 
December 2 8 the British landed at 
a little flshers| village on the. shores 
of Lake Borgne. 
Their scouts had 
been over a grreat deal of the land 
In the meantime and had decided 
on their approach to^New Orleans. 
Prom 
the 
fishers' 
village 
they 
pushed on along the shores of a 
bayou and entered a swamp. 
Skirt- 
ing a plantation at the edge of the 
swamp they marched 
until 
they 
arrived at the .banks of the Missis- 
sippi River shortly before noon of 
the same day. 
Jackson was com- 
pletely surprised. 
The 
cathedral 
bells were rung in alarm and the 
troops hastily assembled 
to 
give 
battle. 


The British paused 
to 
rest and 
await the rest of the army. 
Jack- 
son's men were given supper and 
then they moved on the British. 
While the army marched down on 
the banks of the stream, the Amer- 
ican river boat, Carolina, dropped 
down 
alongside. 
The 
Carolina 
shelled the British. The shilling was 
followed by an order from Jackson 
to charge. 
The .battjie; wa« fought 
In the dark.. .There Were:no par- 


country for.the British, while Jack- 
son's, final detachment 
of 
back- 
woodsmen - also arrived from Ken- 
t\icky and Tennessee.- 


On New Year's Day the British 
advanced to the attack. 
Jaokaon'a 
men were defended by cotton bale* 
and earthworks. 
The- British out- 
classed them in artillery. The bat- 
tle was nothing but a aklrmtsh as 
far as the 
fighting 
on shore waa 
concerned. 
Shot ' from the 'British 
guns, however, wrecked the Caro- 
lina. Her giihs were brought ashore 
and- from then on were 
used-by 
Jackson's land force. 


On the . day of the final battle 
Jackson's line of : defense stretbhed 
from a swamp to'the river, a dis- 
tance of a half-mile. He had only 
twelve cannon, biit the guns were 
manned by the best gunners in the 
world. ; Among those w h o manned 
the guns were arilllery men from 
the 
United rStatés regular 
army, 
some French 'soldiérs under Flau- 
Jeac, who had fought under Napo- 
leon, sailors from the burnt Caro- 
lina, New Orleans Creoles and the 
Laf Itte brothers with their pirate 
bands. All. knew how to handle ar- 
tillery and on the day of the batti« 
they gave a good account of them- 
selves. 


From battery 4o: battery the line 
was filled out with,.a confusion; of 
arms and th-applngs. On the extreme 
rlght .uùder tbe levee of the Missis- 
sippi was a company of refùlàii in- 
fantry and «: company of Orleans 
RifiM irith dragoons who handled '

Storing Seed Corn 


H i e Proper Stottoflr of Seed Corn Is 
One of tbe Most Important Factors 
Which Aid In Increasing Com Tlelds

Alwa;^ store seed c o m 
tjrhere there 1B a g'ood circulation cf 
•Ir, so It will dry out quickly. 
Never 
leav« It In boxes. In piles, on the porch 
o r iB tho bam. 
It should be taken 
care of a t once. 


Th«re arc only three necessary oon- 
iSltlons for «torlns seed com; and, if 
thcM are followed, one may be reason- 
ably 0are t h a t nfnety-flve per cent or 
more of hia com will grermlnate, pro- 
vided It WB« properly matured. 
First, 
there must be a good circulation of air 
about each ear, to carry away the sur- 
plus meleture. 
Second, a temperature 
must be maintained above freezing, 
until the seed Is thoroughly dry. Third, 
seed 
com 
must 
be 
selected 
early 
enough, so that It may have plenty of 
time to dry before cold weather. 


Xumerous tests of seed com have 
been made. 
Of all the thousands of 
samples tested, those that were taken 
from a house altic, whero there was a 
Kood circulation of air, gave the high- 
est per cent of germination. 
Together 
Avith attic-stored seed com may be 
classerl the corn which was stored In the 
i=econd-stor>- rooms In the house. 
Seo- 
?nd,in percent of germination was seed 
corn, stored in a cellar in which there 1 
was a heating plant. 
Cellars without 
furnaces are usually damp and unde- 
sirable for storing. 
Samples of seed 


c o m stored in oat-btns, on 
porches, 
under the eaves of baras, and In open 
sheds, have also been tasted; and they 
usually gave tests too low for the seed 
to be of value for planting. 
It la easily 
seen that seed corn kept In an attic or 
an unused second story room can have 
the 
required 
conditions 
for 
drying; 
namely, good circulation of air, and an 
even temperature, above the freezing 
point. 
The f u m a c e - r o o m In a cellar 
has one advantage over the attic, in 
that there it Is not likely to freeze as 
early In the fall. 
Seed c o m 
packed 
away In oat-bins can receive no circu- 
lation 
of 
air, 
and 
therefore 
either 
heats, molds or does both. 


W h e r e a large amount of seed c o m 
Is to be stored, It is profitable to build 
a drying-house. 
In this drying-house 
a heating plant can be Installed, and 
ventilators so arrang-ed f o r air circu- 
lation that they can be closed In dis- 
agreeable weather, keeping out damp- 
ness; or opened during sunny days, to 
take out surplus moisture. 


For commercial purposes, seed 
com 
is usually stored in one of three ways: 
on the floor in large dr\'lng rooms; in 
slatted crates, plied on top of one an- 
other: 
or In narrow 
cribs, 
built 
In 
drying rooms. 
The Idea is to secure, 
as nearly as possible, the proper con- 
ditions. and .still dry larpe amounts of 
seed com. 
TMien stored In any of tho 
above ways, one condition for d r j i n g 
is entirely lacking, namely, a free cir- 
culation 
of air. 
This explains 
why 
seed c o m f r o m seedsmen may some- 
times be low In germination. 


Many 
devices, 
easily 
and 
cheaply 
built, are now In use whereby circula- 
tion of air can be secured around each 
ear 
of 
com. 
F o u r 
very 
desirable 
methods of storing seed c o m on the 
farm are here suggested. 
A f r a m e of 
2x4's may be built, about four feet 
square. 
Braces should be nailed on 
each end, to m a k e the f r a m e stand up- 
right. 
After 
this 
has 
been 
done, 
stretch chicken-wire over both sides, 
nailing It securely; using care to m a k e 
the meshes on both sides to 
corre- 
spond. 
In each mesh can be placed 
an ear, no two ears touching. 
In case 
chicken-netting is not aTOllable, nail 
boards 
over 
the 
frame, 
drive 
ten- 
penny 
flnlshing 
nails 
through 
the 
boards from each side, and Jab 
the 
ears on the nails, butt 
first. 
The nalla 
should slant up slightly, so the ears 
will not fall off. 


Another method la to suspend ten or 
more ears from the celling, or from a 
wire strung across a room, each looped 
about the middle with a double strand 
of binding-twine. 
Get a double string' 
about sis feet in length. 
Hold one end 
In eeuih hand, the right end being a 
little longer. 
Pass the string around 
the first ear about an equal distance 
from the butt and tip, weave the right 
hand over the left hand and the left 
hand between the strings held in the 
right. 
Reverse the second ear, butt 
and tip, and place between the strings. 


A very satisfactory method now in 
use by many experiment stations Is 
the "com tree." 
This tree Is very 
economically 
made 
by driving 
ten- 
penny nails about three Inches apart 
on a 4x4 post about six feet high. 
The 
nails should slant slightly towards tho 
top of the tree. 
This tree may be set 
up any place w^here drying conditions 
are good, and it require« very little 
space. 
It Is easily moved from place 
to place, and Is practically Inaoessible 
to mice. 


One of the Important things to con- 
sider In the production of dairy products 
Is to have them suit the taste of the con- 
sumer. 
It Is to be observed that In 
both butter and cheese, 
flavor 
Is by 
f a r the most conspicuous quality. 
The 
flavor, 
therefore, of the factory prod- 
uct, more than any other one quality 
and almost equaling all other qualities 
combined, 
determines 
the 
m a r k e t 
price. 
In cheese, those conditions of 
milk t h a t impart to It 
flavor, 
affect 
also its texture. 
F o r the 
flavor 
of 
butter or cheese, the patron Is -chiefly 
responsible. 


The presence or absence of this dell- 
cat© quality in butter and cheeso, de- 
termines more than anything else the 
m a r k e t price of those products. 


This leads to a brief consideration of 
the floïirce of those odors In milk or 
cream that destroy the much coveted 
flavor which la characteristic of butter 
and cheeso of the best quality. 
The 
presentation of how odors and 
flavors 
—clearest, 
most 
exhaustive and 
au- 
thoraltive—find 
their way Into 
milk 
that I have 
over Been, Is given 
by 
Prof. King In Physics of Agriculture. 
Ho says: 
"Tho substances producing 
these qualities In milk m a k e their en- 
trance there in three different ways: 
(1) f r o m the blood at the time the 
milk Is secreted; (2) f r o m the outside 
after the mllk Is drawn; and (3) they 
are produced within the milk a f t e r It 
has been secreted before and a f t e r It 
Is drawn. 


The better to understand th!« sub- 
ject, let us briefly recur to some of the 
fundamental principles aa to the com- 
position of matter. 
The molecule Is 
the smallest part of a substance that 
can exist separately and still retain its 
composition 
and 
apeciflo 
properties. 
The molecular theory of the compoe».. 
tlon of matter teaches that ordtnEurlly 
these molecules do not touch 
each 
other; that however compact a body 
may be there is In It space not occu- 
pied by the matter composing it; and 
that th® molecules aw» constantly In 
motion. 


As molecular motion tncreaaes, the 


molecules are forced farther 
apart, 
with tho rise of temperature. 
'WTien 
the motion decreases, the molecules 
come closer together, with decrease of 
temperature. 
In other words, at a 
higher 
temperature 
of 
a 
body, 
Its 
molecules are In more rapid motion 
j than when at a lower temperature. 
! 


Our knowledge or recognition 
of | 
odors and flavors Is due to the sensa- i 
tlon 
caused 
by 
tho 
Inflnlteslmally i 
small molecules moving through tho I 
air and striking our nerves of smell 
and taste. 
For instance, the fragrance ' 
of the rose, the flavor of the apple, | 
strawberry or other fruit- 


It Is tho butterfat in the milk that! 
chiefly absorbs and retains the odors, 
agreeable or otherwise. 
The method 
of gathering the fragrance of various 
flowers 
for the manufacture of per- 
fumery has a wonderfully suggestive 
lesson to dairymen. 
Plates containing 1 


flats are placed !n chambers with the 
flowersL 
These fats absorb the fra- 
grance from the flowers and retain the 
fraerrance a long time. They are sdld as 
pomades and are used in thé manu- 
facture of the finer perfumes. 
Think 
for a moment of the perfumery the 
butterfat of milk must gather and re- 
tain from an unclean and unventilated, 
bam or from an aeritated b a m yard ! «»ter. The milk Is then saturated with 
heap. 
Certainly it requiree no small | the odor In question. 
The warmer the 
amount of skill and art to so feed and 1 
"urroundlns 
the 
milk 
and 
the 
handle a herd of cows so as to Impart warmer the milk, the more quickly will

Damaging odors and flavors may be 
Imparted to nlUk from the 
outside 
after it is drawn. 
"If," says King, 
"the odors of manure, of urine, of am- 
monia, or any^ of those associated with 
the decay of organic matter, are in 
the air abbv« the milk, the rapid mo- 
tion of thèse mélecules will 
cause 
some of them to plunge liito the milk 
and Accumulate there until they be- 
come so numerotis th&t Just as many 
tend to escape per minute as tend to 


to the product the finest flavor. 


"Any volatUe prtnclple," says Klnff, 
"which may chance to be prssent In 
the blood of the animal at the 
t i m e temperature, for when the molecules 


' of foul cdor are once inside the wifrm 
milk, they travel or diffuse downward 


the milk Is being drawn will find its 
way Into the milk and will impart a 
quality to It, the Intensity of the flavor 
or odor depending upon the amount of 
the volatile principle present and the 
readiness with which It evaporates." 


It Is easy to understand how these

Such odors being taken into the lungs 
In the air breathed by the cow must 
enter the blood through the

Odors and flavors are also produced 
In the mllk after It has been drawn, 
by the introduction Into It of unde- 
sirable germs in the dust from the 
stable and the cow and from lack of

If the mllk ts allowed to remain at 
body temperature and cool slowly, the 
gas-forming bacteria, whose habitat is 
filth, rapidly develop, producing unde- 
sirable odors, but if quickly after be- 
ing drawn the mllk is cooled to a tem- 
pera tureture from 60 degrees to 49 
degrees F. the growth of these unde- 
sirable bacteria In the mllk will there- 
by be checked and reduced to a mini- 
mum- 


Prom 
the preceding statement 
it 
plainly follows that the patron who 
keeps healthy cows. In clean, well ven- 
tilated and well lighted stables, -feeds 
them sound, wholesome food, causes 
them to be milked In a cleanly manner, 
and the milk and Cream handled at 
all stages In clean vessels and quickly 
cooled as soon as possible to a tem- 
perature ranging from 60 degrees to 
40 degrees F.. and delivers It to the 
factory free from chemical preserva- 
tives and with such frequency that, 
when delivered, It Is In prime condi- 
tion, meets his responsibility for the

•gperfene* has «hown that elab- 
orate and costly bams are not neces- 
sary tor permanence, sanitation, com- 
fort of oows, or eonvenience In the 
prodii0tion of clean milk. 
Money In- 
•estsd fn elaborate bams is seldom 
raooversd when the farm 
Is sold. 
Soma of the most expensive 
baras 
hmwm been the most Inconvenient and 
iapraeUcal. 
In many cases this is 
dna to the fact that they were planned 
hr e ! ^ architects knowing little or 
nothing of the operations necessary in 
hgiyii||ng cows and milk. 
In building 
maeh bama. display and fancy appear- 
•Boa are often the first consideration. 


Ordinarfly the building of a brnm 
la a a avant whlah occurs very saldom 


In the life of a farmer and for this 
reason a great deal of thought and 
study should bo given before beginning 
tho project. 
By careful planning, the 
labor of caring for the cows may be 
reduced one half. 


Many mistakes may be made In 
building a b a m and frequently these 
are not discovered until It is too late 
to correct them. 
Mistakes In arrange- 
ment njay compel a great many un- 
necessary steps and require work to 
be done at a great dlsadvaiitage, day 
after day. year In end year out. 
Mis- 
takes may be made in the location of 
the sllo. In the placing of doora, or 
In the dimensions of platforms, gut- 
ters, passageways and alleys, and the 


j Tocatfon 
of 
poets. 
These 
details 
1 should all be considered beforehand 
I and such mistakes avoided, 
i 
The cost of the bom should be in 
! keeping with the value, size and in- 
come-producing capacity of the farm, 
and within the bounds sanctioned by 
conservative 
business 
management. 
Money Invested in a dairy bam should 
be required to pay at least 10 per 
cent a year. 
This is necessary 
to 
cover interest, depreciation, taxes. In- 
surance, 
eto. 
Thus if 11,000 
were 
invested In a b a m to house SO cows, 
1100 a year would have to be charged 
for b a m rent. 
This would amount to 
15.00 per head. 
If milk Is sold at 
an average price of 16 cents par gal- 
lon, S8 1-S gallons of the yield of «ach 
cow would be required to pay rent on 
the stall which she occupies. 


A good business farmer seldom puts 
more than 160 per cow In a dairy 
bam. 
Oood« substantial 
bcums are 
often buUt for much less. 
Wealthy 
men- sometimes 
build 
bams 
which 
cost $1,000. to $1.600 per cow. 
If rent 
were charged the cows for use of 
these buildings it would amount to 
$100 to $1G0 a year for each cow. 
Such expense, of course, makes it ut- 
terly impossible to secure profits from 
such dairies even with tho most eco- 
nomical methods of feeding and man- 
agement 


Bometimes too little money is in- 
vested in dairy buildings In which case 
undue labor is required in taking caro 
of the cows. 
Work ts often done at 
•a great disadvantage, as, for Instance. 
(When silage mtust bo carried to the 
I cows in boskets. 
Dairy work must be 
; done twice a day, every day In the 
'year, and a slight fault In arrange- 
; ment may mean a large amount of 
1 extra work In a year's tlma.

PROPER DRAINAGE OF MARSHES 


By A. R. w i m w u w 


The first step In the development of 
any marsh land Is to drain it. 
In the 
c-sse of large areas this will require 
the construction of large main dltohes, 
requiring the use of a dredge, and co- 
operation among the adjoining land 
owners, either by organising a drain- 
age district or by having the town or 
county 
oiflcers take charge of 
the 
work. 
In the case of smaller areas 
this can frequently be done by mutual 
agreement between two or three ad- 
joining owners. 


Two kinds of drainage must be pro— 
vlded for: first, surface drainage: and 
second, subsurface drainage. 
It is oc- 
casionally true that the eonstruction 
of dltohes around the adge of a marsh 
tract In such a way as to carry off 
most of the water from the surrotmd- 
Ing high land without letting It onto 
the marsh will reduce the wetness of 
tho marsh land to such an extent that 
crops can be grown without further 
ditching. 
Ordinarily, however, dltohes 
are necessary on the marsh Itself. 


The necessity for subdralnage either 
by deep, open dltohes or tile depends 
very largely upon the character of the 
subsoil and its relation to the sur- 
rounding land. 
When subdralnage la 
necessary, the use of tile makes It 
possible to do away with open surface 
ditches and so greatly fadlltates the 
operations of culUvaUon. 
Neverthe- 
less, the muck and peat of marsh 
lands usually shrinks and settles con- 
siderably on drainage, making It often 
desirable to leave open ditches for 
three or four years until this shrinkage 
has 
taken 
place, 
after which 
the 
ditches may be cleaned oat ai^d tUe 
laid and covered. 


Generally speaking, drains are of 
the greatest ssrvloo la a marsh la tha 
spring. 
At this tlma of tho year It la 
very naoasaary that tha frea watar In

When tho roots become thus estab- 
lished, the crops rarely suffer for irant 
of water during a dry season. 


It frequently happens during dry 
summers that crops planted on poorly 
drained marshes suffer for want of 
water. 
This condition Is commonly 
Interpreted as an Indication that drain- 
age would prove harmful. In that the 
crops suffer for want of water even 
when the marsh is not well drained: 
and If properly drained, the soil would 
supply a still lesser amount of water. 
But it should be clearly understood 
In this connection that when crops are 
planted on poorly drained marshes the 
roots establish themselves in the sur- 
face area which soon dries out during 
a dry period. 
Removing excess water 
by deap drainage to enable croi» to 
obtain mora water Is absurd; never- 
theleaa. It Is a fact that when roota 
ara parmlttad to paaetrata deeply Into 
the subaoU they ara able to draw upon 
a much greatar amount of aoll for

Tunnel Diggers, Tells 


How He and His 


Companions Tunneled 


Under the Guards and 


Of the 109 Union prisoners who 
•scaped from Libby Prison at Rich- 
mond, Va., in February, 18S4, only 
one is now known to be alive. 
He 
Is Gen. Benjamin Franklin Fisher, 
now 80 years. 
His home is in Val- 
ley Forg-e, near Philadelphia. 


F^om a standpoint of safety and 
ease there is nothing better than 
to be a prisoner of war. 
A soldier 
has to stand up and be shot at. 
A 
prisoner usually is as well fed as 
the soldier and he spends his time 
resting". 
Unlike the prisoners in 
civil life the prisoner of war Is not 
disgraced. 


But the confinement wears on the 
prisoner. 
He is kept in ignorance 
of the news from the front and 
hears frpm his side only when new 
prisoners are brought in. 
Besides 
the true soldier wants to get back 
and 
fight. 
That is what actuated 
the soldiers of Libby Prison, 
ac- 
cording to the story as told by 
General Fisher a half century after 
the thrilling escape astonished the 
Bouth and was the occasion of much 
laudable comment in the North. 


The escape from Libby Prison 
was 
one 
of the 
most 
carefully 
planned events of that kind on rec- 
ord. 
How they found an old chisel 
and dug their way not only out 
of the prison, but under the yard 
outside the outermost

"Now, the tunneling out of Liibbr 
was planned and executed princi- 
pally by Col. Thomas E. Rose. 
I 
was not one of the first to b© let 
into the secret, but about the time 
the tunnel was nearly completed I 
was told of it by a near friend, who 
was one of t^ie prisoners, and In- 
vited to join the enterprise. At that 
time I was in the hospital in the 
prison. I was not very ill, but I did 
not mind staying there; and, by the ^ 
way, I want to say that the food in 
Libby Prison was not so bad as you 
sometimes hear it was. 
The soup 
was good and the fare as good as a 
soldier usually gets. 


"The efforts to escape had been, 
progressing for more than a month 
before I learned of them. 
There 
were several plans attempted before 
the tunnel was finally decided upon 
as the most feasible one. 
Officers 
who had been captured by the Con- 
federates at • the battle of Chick- 
amauga and were confined in Libby 
Prison formed a combination in De- 
cember, 1863. 
They swore each 
other to secrecy. Colonel Rose was 
the chief mover of the project, but 
all of them were detOTnained to 
make their escape.

never susjjected the plot, and the 
day passed without the prison offi- 
cials discovering the tunnel, either. 


"That night and the following day 
we worked on the tunnel again, and 
on the night of February 9 the work 
was completed.^ An opening was 
made through the soil and Colonel 
Rose, almost exhausted by his ef- 
forts and by the lack of a'x in the 
tunnel, shoved his hands through 
the ground into the cold night air. 
The opening was enlarged and Col- 
onel Rose looked over th« ground. 
He went into the warehouse, and 
then, placing a couple of boards 
over the hole to conceal it, crawled 
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to ask him if he notlc^ any i)|f% 
but before they could make a|i tpi- 
vestigation we had disappeiur«d ii^W 
the woods. 
We traveled at lUsllV 
and for eleven 
days and twallFf

like myself, did not know wliat they 
were doing. They first removed the 
bricks from back of the ..firepls^pe in 
what was called the kitchen f^nd 
then dug their way down Into the 
cellar under the next apartment. 
They made an entrance through the 
wall. that was something like the 
letter S. They had to conceal their 
activity from the gu^rd, for |he 
prisoners were lined up and counted 
twice each day, once in the ¡nom- 
ing and again in the afternoon. 


"While at first a great deal of 
work was done at night, later Col- 
onel Rose and his chosen com« 
•panions worked in the day. That 
meant that some clever dpd^ing lan^ 
impersonation had to be done twice 
a 
day when 
the priaopers 
were 
counted.^ The prisoners wer^ lined 
up in rows, and alter the men at 
one end had stood up to be count- 
ed, those in the plot stooped and 
hastily hut quietly ran to. the «the? 
end and were there counted «Salp'. 
The number conflequeot)y tfilUed, 


There were Ave'men to be accountr' 
ed for at four times, and 
again 
three men. 


"This plan worked well enough 
for a time, but some of the i rispn- 
ers discovering the men sneaking 
down the line to be counted again, 
and they, thinking It was a practical 
joke, attempted to do the 
saine 
thing. They were discovered, and 
then the guard called the roll and 
placed sentries back of the Une to 
prevent the impersonation. The dis- 
covery of the fraud- was brought 
about by a'' comical incident. 
The 
clerk in coiintlngf found there were 
more men present than were known 
to be prisoners. He Was pucsled and 
called the roll. On that occasion it 
was found that two of the men weye 
missing. 


«They were in an ftwkward pre- 
dicament. One of the missing men 
answered at th® next rolj and ex- 
plained that he had b^en asleep in 
one of the ap«rtme|i|a i^d ha* nPt 
bMn »e«n. Th« pl^her man ha4 de- 


cided to remain in the cellar and 
contiiiue the work of tunnellnsr. 


"The tunnel was more than 
feet long, and it had to be dng witT^ 
a chisel through the hard ground., 
One man dug and l^Hed a prison 
spittoon, a square wooden box, ai^d 
this was drawn back into the cel- 
lar and the earth hidden 
\inder 
some straw. While one man worked 
in the tunnel, which Waf a littlp 
more than two feet in diameter^ 
another fanned air into the tun- 
nel. 
When I was let into the se- 
cret, and they sent for me because, 
as chief signal officer I was be- 
lieved to be well acquainted with 
the country and 
roads 
through 
which we should have to pass to 
reach the Union lines, the tunnel 
was almost completed. At . this tia\a 
the original eleven men, jijpcludiijjij 
Colone) Rose, Wbo was a 'Penn^yJ- 
vanian, had been increased to nine- 
teen by the admission of eight more 
into the secret. 


"After working In the 
il air, 
and with little'rest, the tunnel ^'a^ 
believed to be nearly flnished, bu,t 
it was discovered that the opening 
that was made came out same feet 
short of the fence to the north qf 
the prison; and would have led to 
discovery as soon aa < a 
prlsv^n^l^ 
shpuld attempt to paas through it. 


"I must explain that .tha , priqojfi 
stood by itself, and to the nirth 6t 
It was a vacant lot about tifty feet 
wide. 
A fence separated It from 
the hack yard

as the prison. 
There were no sen- 
. tries on the other side of t^tis fence, 
but there were six of them constant- 
J y patroling the outride of the pris- * 
on. 
In the warehouse wçre some 
boxes containing clothes that had 
been sent as present for the pris- 
onera by friends. The sentries were 
i^Qt paying «ïiy attenttoii to either 
thefe clothes pr to the warehouse. 


"It was the plan to have the tun- 
nel open into the yard in the rear 
of the warehouse and fQ^ the es- 
caping prisoners to pass through the 
warehouse to the street after they 
emerged from the tunnel. 


''I waa working on the

during the last few dayg, and ^hen 
we found that we had brought Jt 
out into .the vacant lot, and not on

The German attack in France and 


Belgium, initiated in reply to the of- 
fensive movement of the allies has 
developed to such a point that the 
allies now are on the defensive along 
the greater part, of the line. 


The extent of the German move 


ment is shown by today's French 
statement which speaks of a series 
of night attacks against the allies 
along the front. These onslaughts 
apparently were not in great force, 
however, and the assertion is made 
that they were all repulsed with 
ease. 


As to the results of recent fighting 


in Alsace and the Argonae along the 
eastern portion of the front, there is 
a sharp conflict in the statement 
from Berlin and Paris. The German 
communication says further ground 
has been gained in the Argonne and 
specifically denies the claims of the 
French -war office that half of the Al- 
satian village of Steinbach has been 
captured and that the French are 
making a further advance there.

^•ians of military age came to Englam 
jut such estimates are necessarily inac 
curate. 
In the rush from Antwerp and 


Ostcnd it was impossible to keep any 
accurate records. Many of tbe refugees 
who had money came independent of 
any organized agency and consequently 
the' governments of Belgium and Eng- 
land have /o knowledge of their move- 
ments. 


The employment of Belgians in Eng- 


land has raised many stubborn ques- 
tions. 
Relief committees have not en- 


couraged Belgians to' accept employment 
where they would compete with English 
labor and' there has been a studied ef- 
fort on the part of English committees 
throughout the island to prevent Bel- 
aians from accepting a. lower wage thai 
that ordinarily paid to Englishmen or 
Englishwomen. 


In France the refugees have almost 


invariably found employment, especial 
ly the men of all ages. The Frencbmct 
have nearly all gone into the service 
with the result that Belgians who hnv 
any knowledge of railroading, 
bridge 


building, electrical construction _or engi 
neering work of any sort are instantly 
put 
to work. 
i 


Some Belgians have been lea.ving Eng- 


land for the United States, hut they arc 
chiefly older men and women who for- 
merly lived in America and have rela- 
tives" and friends there. There has been 
no largo movement of Belgians toward 
America, as yet, and no objection has 
been raised to their departure from Eng- 
land where they had papers showing who 
they were and what their reasons were 
for leaving.

From the War Where 


He Was Severely 


Wounded in aHand-to- 


Hand Fight, Tells of 
Deeds of Daring and 


About the War 


Hospitals 
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How does it seem to kill a man? 
That question was put to Fritz 


Kreisler, the famous violinist, the 
other day upon hia return to Amer- 
ica after an exciting time in his 
old home where he had been called 
to the colors and forced to kill at 
least one man before he could es- 
cape with his own life. 


Kreisler explained he did not be- 


lieve in killing men and that he had 
not done so as an individual. It 
was only as a part of the Austrian 
Army that he was called on to kill. 
The man he killed was not a per- 
sonal' enemy of Kreisler's. Neither 
bore the other any ill will, but each 
was trying to be tha first to set at 
the other when Krelsler fired the 
telling shot. 


How many men the violinist "killed 


"before the final killing he does not 
"know. In every war there irt; many 
more men who return home without 
killing anyone, than there are kill- 
ers. The majority of lighters are- 
•not killed in either army. There- 
Core, the killers are vastly in the 
minority- 


Kreisler was thrown in the trench 


with a wounded Cossack and each 
tried to pet at the other. The Cos- 
sack's men had ridden Krcisler 
down in a hand to hand encounter. 


As the men fell tho battle line shift* 
eil and they were left the only liv- 
ing 
men 
among 
an 
army 
of 


dead. 
Kreisler 
had 
a 
revol- 


ver 
In his 
holster, 
while 
tho 


Russian was armed with a lance 
and a sword. 
They kept trying to 


kill each other until Kreisler man- 
aged to draw his revolver and fired. 
The violinist regrets that he had to 
be the executioner. 


"But I was fighting for tha col- 


ors," he said. 


The violinist was found uncon- 


scious in the trench seven hours 
later by his valet, who was also In 
the Austrian Army. He was taken 
to the Red Cross Hospital at Lem- 
berg, where his wife, engaged as a 
nurse, saw him for the first time in 
five weeks and nursed him until ho 
was allowed to leave. 


"My leg is so weak I am forced 


to .use a heavy cane," said Kreis- 
ler. "and the Austrian officers de- 
clared me disabled 
and 
unfit 
to 


fight. I spent moat of my timo in 
the Lcmberg trenches, and had been 
on duty continuously for four days 
and nights 
when 
the 
Cossacks 


charged us about midnight. 


"I don't know how many there 


were, but our firing did not stop 
them. The riders who 
fell w£3

rlddon over and each gap quickly 
filled. Just as a Cossack reached 
me I Tired and his horse Icll on top 
of me. 


"I was knocked breathless and 


thought I would suffocate. How- 
ever, the horse, which was dying, 
gave a spasmodic lurch and I scram- 
bled out. 


"I then found that tho Russian's 


lance had pierced my right le; and

I was unable to rise. The Cossack 
was 
wounded, but we closed, 
he 


jabbing at me with a sword and I 
trying to free my revolver.

what seemed to me to be a long 
time, I managed to get out my re- 
volver and fired. 


"When I was sure he was dead I 


tried to get away. 
I couldn't, and 


there did not seem to be any living 
person within call. The men in my 


regiment, tho Third 
Jagrer, were 


either killed or driven back at the 
charge." 
' 


Mrs. Kretaler then told how her 


husband's servant had found him 
and sent him to the Lembcrg hos- 
pital, whore she had been sent from 
another Red Cross hospital near 
Vienna. 
"I had not heard a word from my 


i "husband since he enlisted in Au- 


gust," said Mrs. Kreisler. • 
"I had 


heard of his regiment being in sev- 
eral battles, aidj was sure he had 
been killed. I chanced to find my 
husband n-s I was walking among 
the cots. .. 


"I have been inoculated with anti- 


toxins for typhus, typhoid, cholera 
and smallpox, as there are 
many 


cases "of all four diseases 
in 
the 


Austrian camps and hospitals. 


"I have no personal 
ill feeling 


against any of the warring coun- 
tries, but I have against the govern- 
ments. The Russian bullets are the 
most humane and the Russians have 
the reputation of being the fairest 
and most humane fighters."

The European war has demanded 


- a heavy toll of world-famous vio- 
linists. 


Eugene Tsaye, tha Belgian mas- 


ter of the violin, has three sons in 
the war, and he himself has lost a 
$50,000 home in the fall of Ostend. 


Jacques Thibaut, premier violin- 


ist of France, is in tho 
French 


Army, and not a word has come 
from his regiment, which is known 
to have been in the thickest of the 
fighting. 


.Mischa Elman and • Bfrem Zim- 


balist, two Russians boys, who are 
in the front rank as violinists, are 
both held in New. York by reason 
of the war. 


Elman is living luxuriously dur- 


1 ing a $100,000 vacation of seven 
months, afforded because of the in- 
ability of the people abroad to keep 
their contract with htm. 


Zimbalist is now playing in New 


Tork and probably will continue un- 
til the war is over. 


The hardest sort of an experience 


fell to the lot of Ysaye. 


A short time before the war tho 


famous virtuoso purchased a villa 
at Knocke, near Ostend. and re- 
mained there even after the fall of 
Antwerp. It was not until the Ger- 
mans established themselves at Os- 
tend that he decided to leave his 


new homa. 


In telling of Ysaye's night, som* 


friends say that he and two com- 
panions managed to secure a small 
fishing boat to take them to Dun- . 
kirk. They spent the night in their 
little craft without food and with 
no protection from the.weather. 


Ysaye was able to'bring away only 


a' few belongings, but these includ-

Mischa Elman, the youthful Rus- 


sian artist, seems to have struck it 
luckiest from the war. All told the 
struggle will mean about 5100,0.00 
easy money for "him and a Ions va- 
cation. 


Just now he is spending his time 


playing chess in New York and go- 
ing to hear the masters. 


Elman has sent for his relatives . 


and will put themjn a beautiful" 
"up-town" residence! while he him- 
self continues to occupy expensive 
bachelor quarters in a "downtown" 
hotel.

The sport of salmon fishing in th< 


lakes of Cape Cod bids fair to be- 
come a reality. 


The commissioners on flBherie* 


and game for this State have libe- 
rated thousands of 
the 
Chinook 


breed of the fish in Long Pond at 
"Wcllfleet and Cliff Pond ifi Brew- 
ster, and disciples ot Izaak Wal- 
ton n.ro anticipating goud catches-ai 
soon as the fish mature. 


The stocking of these ponds is in 


line with the policy of the commis- 
sion to distribute this fish in avail-, 
able ponds all over the State and 
thus place at the disposal ot citizens 
a specie of fish which la unexcelled 
as a food, as well as furnishing rare 
sport tor the angler. 


The stocking of tho ponds is now 


S'oing on and the commission states 
In relation to them: 


"Salmon are the most tender fish 


that wo have and in transporting 
them it is necessary to have an at- 
tendant with them all the time TO 
keep tho water well aerated an4 
iced. 


"In spite of the fact that thess 


fish were over eight hours on th« 
road, from tbe hatchery at Palmer, 
they rcnc.bed their destination in 
splendid condition. 
The commis- 


sioners believe that inside of two 
years tlieao salmon will grow t» 
good sized fish and that the anglers 
will bo catching fish weighing from 
two to four pounds each. This will 
add much to the sport of ansllng "T 
tho cape as wnii as to furnish » 
quantity of good food.

In establishing a free soup house 


for any hungry man who wishes to 
be fed, Aron Hoffman 
.was doing 


what he had 
promised 
himself 


when he was hardly able to speak 
English. 
He came .to 
America 


from Vienna when 22 years old In 
1SS2. 
In Vienna he had been an 


electrical engineer and had wished 
to follow the occupation when he 
riimn to America. He 
could not 


speak the language of the Ameri- 
cans and it is hard enough to find 
work when a man can speak the 
language of the employer. 


Hoffman finally .found work with 


a farmer. 
The w'ork lasted three 


months, and while on the farm the • 
young immigrant learned 
a little 


about the language of tho country 
of his adoption. Returning to Phil- 


' 
nxlelphia he tried to find work. He 
was willing' to do anything, but 
there 
was nothing 
to 
do. He 


tramped the streets day after day, 
asking for a chance to get some- 
thing to do so he could feed him- 
self. At last his money was gone. 
While thinking of a plan to get food 
he read an announcement of an en- 
tertainment at the T. M. C. A. He 
could read English a great deal 
better than he could speak it. At 
one corner of the announcement it 
said refreshments would be served 
at the Y. M. C. A. He translated 
refreshments ' to mean food 


He had ono man friend in Phila- 


delphia, and could not bring him- 
self to ask for assistance. 
Nightly 


he visited the Young Men's Chris- 
tian ^Association, and usually a so- 
cial entertainment was.on there at 
whicV he partook of Ice cream and 
cake.'-' He left the T. M. C. A. to , 
seek a sleeping place in the park. 


if'. 
In the afternoons he was one of 
the hundreds of "down-aml-outers" 
who stood in the soup line. 


Von Hoffman's first strike of luck 


came 
when 
he 
practically had 


reached the end of his endurance, 
and "nope had just about left him. 
He applied at the general delivery 
window of the Postoffice in Phila- 
delphia for mail, asking "Is there a 
letter 
for 
Von 
Hoffmann, from 


Vienna?" A hand was laid on his 
shoulder and he turned to face an 
elderly man. 


"If you are a Von Hoffman from 


Vienna." the stranser 
said. 
"I 


fought with a relative of yours in 
the War of 1S70." 


Tho man had been a comrade of 


his father In the wars. 
He gav» 


Von Hoffman work in his factory, 
and good fortune smiled 
on him 


thenceforth. 


Today he has a philosophy gained __ 


from 
long association 
with all" 


classes and types 
of 
men—which 


convinces him that no charity is 
misplaced. 


•"The idea of the soup kitchen did 


not meet with favor In all direc- 
tions at first." he said. "It was said 
that it woi..d attract an undesirable 
type o£ men, and that professional 
beggars would be its only guests. 
That this is wrong has been amply 
proved 
since 
the 
kitchen 
was 


opened. 
Men won't tramp 
for 


miles for a bowl of'free soup. Pro- 
fessional beggars won't stand In 
line for hours for free soup, when 
;. 


by 'panhandling' pedestrians for a 
half hour or so, they can get nickels 
and dimes enough to buy food and 
eat it at their leisure, and be a 
guest instead of an object of char- 
ity." 


Von Hoffman says men dressed 


in the best of clothes, who would 
easily be taken for prosperous and 
well-to-do citizens, have stood in 
the sonp line. 
They are hardup 


only temporarily, he believes, and 
are the class who cannot ask char- 
ity. 


He compares the condition of 


these men with his own more than 
thirty 'years ago and judges'their 
needs and intentions by his own 
when he faced starvation. 
THEOTCY ALT, WRONG, 
SAY CHARITY EXPERTS. 


Von Hoffman's theory 
of free 


coup is all' wrong, charity experts 
declare. 
They say charity should 


be given after investigations are 
made. 
Men should be induced to 


work. 
If they know they can get 


charity food they will not bo so 
anxious to keep their 
positions, 


these men who have studied char- 
ity questions say. 


Von Hoffman remembers only the 


day when he had an empty stomach 
and insists his theory is right. Ho 
points to the army o£ hungry men 
he is feeding every day as the big- 
gest argument that his theory is 
correct. 


"The food Is not good enough.to 


cause these men to like that kind 
of fare," said Von Hoffman. 
"As 


soon as they can get a position they 
leave me. At the same time there 
is nourishment in the food and it 
will keep them alive." 


Since Von Hoffman opened his 


soup kitchen with the first touch of 
winter this year he has fed moro 
than 3,000 men some days. 
He 


feeds all who come. 
He does not 


;isk them if they are hungry. 
If 


Ihcy are willing to stand in the 
bread line he believes they are 
hungry. 


A singular thing- about these men ' 


—these guests of Albert von Hoff-- 
mann—is that they are men hon- 
estly out of work. 'Hugging 
the 


great brick wall - and 
the " stone 


building of the soup house, they 
formed a human cordon of shiver- 
Ing, hungry—but not wholly de- 
feated men. 


Nearer the entrance they banked 


two and three deep. There was no 
aloofness. 
None of that nice dif- 


fidence which places men at arm's 
length. 
In the air was a biting 


chill. From long fasting the blood 
had lost much of its wealth and 
heat—and the vitality left was treas- 
ured up and passed from ono man

The line thinned down at tire 


steps. 
In ones and twos the free 


alleyway of the opposite side dis- 
charged the temporarily appeased 
appetites. 
For theso men had be- 


come closely akin to the simplest 
form of the physical world—for 
now and days to come they will re- 
main appetites. 


The matter of obtaining the soup 


ticket, the giving it again at the sec- 
ond entrance—are only part of the 
machinery Von Hoffmann's philan- 
thropy has put into action 
The 


thing which touched the heart was 


of this army of destitution. Von 
Hoffmann stood at the doorway. Ha 
was filled with the joy of the thing. 
It was in his laugh. 
His quick, 


jerky step. He would even grow In- 
dignant—yet with a generous. Indig- 
nation.

halted him. 'How dare you go out 
without your bowl," he demanded. 
"Go back and get your bowl." And 
the man went back for his bowl. 


Into the storeroom he marched 


after a time with a small group'ot 
friends. 
All about was food—In 


barrels and bags and boxes. 


"Aha," he said, "here are two 


barrels of noodles." And then he 
began examining vegetables. .A ho- 
tel had sent a barrel of onions that 
had lost the bloom—had fallen Into 
that mature and elderly stage of 
shrinkage. 
"Aha," he said again, 


"and another day we shall have on- 
ion soup." 


It was suggested to him that per- 


haps the crowds would becom« very 
large—that it would take a great 
fund. But he poked his hands Into 
his pockets, saying: 
"So long a» 


there is hunger and men in need I'll 
run this kitchen." 


Frequently men passed in the lln» 


who knew him personally, calling 
him by his name'of "Albert" and 
he would hit them—because he does 
things most vigorously—and In the 
thump on the back was the story ot 
how he, too, had one day' sought 
food and kept a grip upon life.

The German poem, "Deutschland, 


Deutschland Uber Alles," which ha« 
been variously translated and in- 
terpreted in this country, sometimes 
as reflecting a national German spir- 
it of aggressiveness for conquest oi 
the entire world, is explained by tha 
Lokal Ar.zeiger, a Berlin paper, as 
meaning not "Germany Over All," 
but "Dearer Than All Else." 
Th« 


Berlin paper treats the foreign dis- 
cussion of this popular 
German 


poem rather sportively, saying: 


"German is a difficult language." 


The rest of the world will have tfl 
console itself with this thought, s« 
long as we barbarians survive. It 
is, therefore, not to be wondered at 
that Mr. Lloyd George, in recentlj 
explaining 'Dcutschland, 
Deutsch- 


land Uber A lies.' in his address in 
Queen's Hall, fell a victim to a mis- 
interpretation.

English 
translations ol 


French, Belgian, Russian and Jap- 
anese national anthems, Mr. Lloyd 
George expressed 
himself as fol-

Ubcr AHes," which seeks to teai 
down all that stands in its way."

fought the British at New Orleans 
were probably the best hand to hand 
fighters tho world has ever seen 
•gathcrtd together in one army. 


These, men were recruited from 


Kentucky and Tennessee, from the 
streets of New Orleans and from 
the bandits-of the Gulf Coast. So 
rough were these Kentucky 
and 


Tennessee fighters that they were 
referred to contemptuously by the 
British as the "Dirty Shirts." This 
aggregation of militia men Andrew 
Jackson-assembled for the defense 
of New Orleans knew little about 
drill Their military drill knowledge 
consisted of how to forward march 
charge and fire. There were 3,600 
in. this army of militia men. On 
the British side there were 12,000 
trained' veterans who had fought 
Trith' Wellington. They were vet- 
erans-from the, Spanish peninsular 
campaign' and from other great 
battlefields of Europe.

PROPER DRAINAGE OF MARSHES 


By A. H, WHiTHON' 


The first step In the development of 


any marsh land Is to drain it. In tho 
case of large areas this will require 
the construction of large main dltche*, 
requiring the use of a dredge, and co- 
operation amons the adjoining land 
owners, either by organizing a drain- 
age district or by having the town or 
county officers take charge of the 
work. 
In the case of smaller areas 


this can frequently be done by mutual 
agreement between two or three ad- 
joining owners. 


Two kinds of drainage must be pro- 


vided for; first, surface drainage: and 
second, subsurface drainage. It Is oc- 
casionally true that the construction 
of ditches around the edge of a marsl- 
tract In such a way as to carry off 
most of the water from the surround- 
ing high land without letting It onto 
tho marsh will reduce the wetness of 
the marsh land to such an extent that 
Tops can be grown without further 
ditching. Ordinarily, however, ditches 
aro necessary on the marsh Itself.

mond, Va., in February. 18G4, only 
one is now known to be alive. 
Ho 


Is Gen. Benjamin Franklin Fisher, 
now SO years. Ills home Is in Val- 
ley Forge, near Philadelphia. 


From a standpoint of safety and 


ease there is nothing better than 
to be a. prisoner of war. 
A soldier 


has to stand up and be shot at. A 
prisoner usually is as well fed as 
the soldier and he spends his time 
resting. 
Unlike the prisoners 
In 


civil life tho prisoner of war Is not 
disgraced. 


But the confinement wears on the 


•prisoner. He is kept In ignorance 
of the news from the front and 
hears from his side only when new 
prisoners are brought in. 
Besides 


the true soldier wants to get back 
and light. That is what actuated 
tho soldiers of Libby Prison, ac- 
cording to tho story as told by 
General Fisher a half century after 
the thrilling escape astonished tho 
South and was tho occasion of much 
laudable comment in the North. 


Tho escape from Libby Prison 


was one of the most carefully 
planned events of that kind on rec- 
ord. 
How they found an old chisel 


and dug their way not only out 
of the prison, but under the yard 
<••?•'. outside the outermost »rlsoa 


"Now, the tur.neling out of Libby 


was planned :md executed princi- 
pally by Col. Thomiis E. Rose. 
I 


was not one of the llrst to be let 
into the secret, but about the time 
the tunnel was nearly completed I 
was told of it by a near friend, who 
was one of the prisoners, and In- 
vited to join tho enterprise. At that 
time I was in the hospital In tho 
prison. I was not very ill, but I did 
not mind staying there; and, by the 
way. 1 want to say that the food In 
Libby Prison was not so bad as you 
sometimes hear It was. 
Tho soup 


was good and the I'aro as good as a 
soldier usually sets. 


"The efforts to escape had been, 


progressing for more than a month 
before I learned of them. 
There 


were several plans attempted before 
the tunnel was finally decided upon 
as tho most feasible one. 
Officers 


who had boeri captured by the Con- 
federates at the battle of Chick- 
amauga and were confined in IJbby 
Prison formed a combination in De- 
cember, (ISCS. 
They swore each 


other to secrecy. Colonel Rose was 
the chief mover oC the project, but 
all of them were determined to 
make their escape.

"That night and the following day 


wo worked on the tunnel :ig:iin, and 
on the night of February 9 the work 
was conflicted. 
An opening was 


made through the soil and Colonel 
Rose, almost exhausted by his ef- 
forts an-1 by the lack of u'r In tho 
tunnel, shoved his hands through 
the ground into the oold night air. 
The opening was enlarged und Col- 
onel Rosu looked ovi:r the ground. 
Ho went into the warehouse, and 
then, placing a couple of boards 
over the hoi..- to conceal it, crawled 


to ask him if he noticed any me* 
but before they could make an In- 
vestigation we had disappeared into 
the woods. We traveled at nignt, 
and for eleven days and twelvti 
nights I was on the road, in th« 
depth of winter, in the marsh land* 
and woods. 
As we lay hiding at 


times, we heard our pursuers, but 
they never caught up with us. Th« 
night before 1 reached the Union 
linos at AVilliamsburg, ray compan- 
ion and myself were rather hungry. 
I saw a hut of a negro and went 
to it.

]ence back of the guards, was re- 
fated the other day by General 
Fisher himself. 


"The Army of the Potomac was 


still under the command of Hook- 
er." he said. "On the night of June • 
16, 1863, our party was suddenly 
surprised by ninety of Mosby's men 
on a raid and I was taken prisoner. 
The man who took me came from 
nowhere in particular, so far as I. 
could see, but suddenly I was con- 
fronted by a fellow 16 feet high, 
who almost put his revolver down 
my throat. I know he was not 16 
feet high, but ho looked like a giant 
to me. I instinctively put my hand 
to my hip to draw my own weapon, 
but my hand fell by my side before 
i completed the movement. 


"I was a prisoner or war. 
The 


feil'jw who captured me said that 
his finger was already on his trigger 
as my hand went bacK.•• and I es- 
caped death by a hair's breadth. 
I was taken to Richmond and placed 
in Libby Prison, where captured 
Union officers were confined. 


like myself, clicl,not know what they 
were doing. They first removed the 
bricks from back of the fireplace in 
what was called the kitchen and 
then dug their way doSvn into the 
cellar under the next apartment. 
They made an entrance through the 
w'all that was something like the 
letter S. They had to conceal their 
activity from the guard, for *he 
prisoners were lined up and counted 
twice each day. once in the morn- 
ing and again in the afternoon. 


"While at first a great deal of 


-work was done at night, later Col- 
onel Rose and his chosen com- 
panions worked in the day. That 
meant that some clever dodging and 
impersonation had to be done twice 
a day when the prisoners 
ware 


counted. The prisoners were lined 
up in rows, and alter the men at 
one end had stood up to be count- 
ed, those in the plot stooped and 
hastily but quietly ran to the other 
end and were there counted again. 
The number consequently tallied.

There were five men to be account- 
ed for at four times, and again 
three men. 


"This plan worked well enough 


for a time, but some of the irlson- 
ers discovering the men sneaking 
down the, line to be counted again, 
and they, thinking it was a practical 
joke, attempted to do the same 
thing. They were discovered, and 
then the guard called the roll and 
placed sentries back of the line to 
prevent the impersonation. The dis- 
covery of the fraud was brought 
about by a comical incident. The 
clerk in counting found there were 
more men present th--in were known 
to be prisoners. He was puzzled ar.n 
called the roll. On that occasion it 
was found that two of the men were 
missing. . 


"They were in an awkward pre- 


dicament. One of the missing men 
answered at the next roll and ex- 
plained that he had been asleep in 
one of the apartment; and hnd not 
been seen. The other man had de-

c-ided to remain in the cellar and 
continue the work of tunneling. 


"The tunnel was more than 50 


feet long, and it had to be dug with 
a chisel through the hard ground. 
One man dug and filled a prison 
spittoon, a square wooden box, and 
this was drawn back into the cel- 
lar and the earth hidden 
under 


some straw. While one man worked 
in the tunnel, which was a l:ttl« 
more than two feet in diameter, 
another fanned air into the tun- 
nel. 
When I was let into the sa- 


cret, and .they sent for me because, 
as chief signal officer I was be- 
lieved to be well acquainted with 
the country and 
roads 
through 


which we should have to pass to 
reach the Union lines, the tunnel 
was almost completed. At this time 
the original eleven men, including 
•Colonel Rose, who was a Pennsy!- 
vanian, had been increased to nine- 
teen by the admission of eight more 
into the secret. 


"After working in Uin '" il air, 


and with little rest, the tunnel -xns 
believed to be nearly finisho*!, but 
it was discovered that the opening 
that was made came out uo-ne ftut 
short of the fence to tho north of 
the prison, and would have ieJ to

should attempt to pass through it. 


"I must explain that trie prison 


stood by itself, ami to the mrth of 
it was a vacant lot about liftv feet 
wide. 
A foucc separated it from 


the back yard 
of 
a 
warehouse 


which fro'itcd on the same street 


as the prison. 
There were no sen- 


tries on the other side of this fence, 
but there were six of them constant- 
ly patroling the outside of the pris- 
on. In the warehouse were some 
boxes containing clothes that had 
been sent as present for the pris- 
oners by friends. The sentries were 
not paying any attention to either 
these clothes or to the warehouse.1 


"It was the plan to have the tun- 


nel open into the yard in the rear 
of the warehouse and for the es- 
caping prisoners to pass through the 
warehouse to th» --treet after they 
emerged from tha tunnel. 


"I was working on the 
tunnel 


during the last Cow days, and when 
<v-c found that we had brought, it 
out into the vacant lot. and not on 
the other side of the fence, we were 
rather 
dismayed 
for 
a 
while. 


Coionel Rose was equal to the oc- 
casion. He first stuffed an old coat 
into the small opening and later 
shoved through it an old shoe. We 
looked at the shoe lying unsus- 
piciously there from one of the win-' 
dowg of the prison.

"We were fearful that either the 


prison commandant or the prisoners 
who were not in tho secret would 
discover the tunnel, and during the 
whole of the next day I sat by the 
window, playing rhcss wkh one of 
the prisoners.

The 
first party of nine was led by him- 
self and I led the second party of 
ten. 
My party left about an hour 


after Colonel Rose, and then, Col- 
onel Rose having had the word 
passed-around the prison that the 
tunnel was finished and that every 
mar. was -welrome to take his chance 
to escape through it, a crowd o£ 
prisoners took advantage of the op- 
portunity. 


"Rose and his parly got away and 


I and my party got away without 
the sentries being alarmed. One of 
them, when questioned the next 
day, I have been told, said that he 
did suo several parties of men com- 
ing out o£ the warehouse, but that 
lie- thought they were some of the 
young men of the town robbing the 
prisoners' boxes and did not pay any 
attention to thc-m. Ths next morn- 
ing, according to reports, when the 
roll was called it was found tnat 109 
prisoners had escaped during the 
night. 
Mwny of those, were retaken. 


"As wo came out of the ware- 


house the strc-et was in darkness, 
save 
for 
;\ gaslight, which 
only 


threw a .shadow about the place 
where we emerged. I and my frk-nd 
walked rapidly clown the sUfict. We 
had saved from our rations for days, 
and had a supply of food in our 
haverstacks. The weather was very 
cold, and I was without .in overcoat, 
but I never noticed She discomfort, 
being solely interested in making 
my wyv hack in the T"ni<>n !iur-s. 


"As we crossed n railroad bridge 


1 heard one sentry call to another. 


Confederate soldiers around. 
Sh« 


told us there were some up at th« 
master's house, but before we could 
get out in walked the master him- 
self."I asked him which was the beat 
road to take to reach Richmond, 
trying to give the impression that 
we were Confederates trying to get 
back to our lines. He took us out 
to the road and said, 'Sure, I'll show 
you.' 
We understood that we had 


failed to fool him, for instead ot 
showing us he walked directly back 
to his house. We started to run for 
it, and in a moment soldiers rushed 
out of the house and began to shoot 
about us. That night I lost my 
companion. When I awoke the fol- 
lowing morning he was not to be 
found, having evidently given him- 
self up. Early the following morn- 
ing I dragged myself into Williams- 
burg, :iud reported to the Union 
force there. They toot me in and 
told me that the temperature was 
4 degrees below zero, but I never 
realized it was so cold. 


"I rejoined the Army of the Po- 


tomac, which now was in command 
of General Meade, and when I was 
about to be sent out on a special 
il•>;!}• one day, Meade said to me, by 
iv.i.y of a joke, 'You were captured 
once.' I returned the compliment, 
fur I said to him, 'Yes; but you left 
ynur lines open for Mosby's men 
to got through.'"
